From the auvual report of the auditor of public 
accounts of Virginia, just issued, we learn that the

In esti- 
mating the revenue for the year 1879 the auditor 
takes the real estate assessment for 1877, which is 
$3,688,690 14 greater than that of 1878, and esti- 
mates the assessed value of personal property at

and yet, without including interest on the literary 
fund, he figares a deficit of $770,603 33, Includ-

During the year 1877 the Norwich and Worces 
ter Railroad, which is operated by this company 
ander a temporary arrangement terminable at 
short notice, paid from its earnings a profit of 
$35,562 above its rental. This year its net earn- 
ings bave been reduced partly by reason of the 
unfortunate and unnecessary competition between 
the steamboat lines doing business between New 
York and Boston, and it bas been operated ata 
loss to this company of about $6,000. It is 
hoped that wiser counsels will prevail hereafter, 
and that by mutual agreement a return will be 
made to more remunerative rates, 

The corporation has been pot to unusual ex- 
pense during the last year by reason of tue rapid 
increase of the freight traffic over the road, which 
had far outgrown the existing facilities of the 
company for its economical management. The 
want of sufEcient rolling stock has compelled the 
payment of mileage for the use of freight cars be 
longing to other roads to an amount exceeding 
$24,000; and the very cramped cocdition of the 
depot and yard accommodation at the Boston ter- 
minus has added largely to the expense of load 
ing and discharging the freight received. The 
company has also been in urgent need of proper 
machinery and tools in its workshops, and the 
necessary repairs upoo its engines and cars have 
been cooducted under great disadvantage, 

The recent acquisition of the Hartford, Provi 
dence atd Fisbkiil Railroad, has put the compa- 
ny io possession of well-equipped shops in Hart 
ford, and has added largely to its rolling stock ; 
and the purchase of Drake’s Wharf during the last 
year, and the lease of the Commonwealth’s flats 
in South Boston, have supplied other pressing 
deficiencies, and will enable it to conduct its bus- 
iness hereafter with greatly increased ecomony 
both of time and money, 

No one can appreciate the discouraging disad- 
vantage under which the company has labored, 
without a comparison of the terminal facilities it 
has hitherto possessed with thoee of other roads 
doing business in Boston. The handling of 
freight at its destination constitutes a large part of 
the cost of the traffic; and when, from insuffi 
cient depot accomm. dation, trains are compelled 
to wait their turn, or be unloaded from the track, 
delay and confusion are inevitable, and cars are 
kept idle which ought to be earning money upon 
the road, 

The last year has been an eventful one in the 
history of the corporation; and its varying for- 
tanes have been illustrated by a decline in the 
market valoe of its stock to ten dollars a share, 
and its subsequent advance to thirty dollars a 
stare, which is not far from the present quota- 
tion, 

In the last report reference was made to a leg- 
islative committee appointed to sit doring the re- 
cess, and report to the next session of the legisla- 
ture their recommendations as to “ what action it 
may be expedient for the State to take in relation 
to ils investment in the stock and securities of the 
New York and New England Railroad Company.” 
The comnittee so appointed invited suggestions 
from the corporation ; and your Directors deem- 
ed it to be their duty to make. in response to 
such iovitation, as thorough a presentation as

toy and of the manifest interest of the 
tate, as the largest stockholder and creditor, to 
lend its aid to the completion of the road. To 
this end they submitted a proposition that the 
Commonwealth should issue its scrip to the 
amount of $6,000,000, bearing interest at the rate 
of five per vent per anoum, end apply the pro- 
ceeds to the payment of the Hartford, Providence 
acd Fishkill mortgage, and other debts of the 
corporation, and to the completion of its road to 
the Hadsoa River ; and that the company should 
enter into an obligation to pay the principal of 
said scr’p at maturity, and the annual interest 
thereon ; and should further pay to the treasurer 
of the Commonwealth, in equal semi-annual pay- 
ments, until Jan, 1, 1900, the sum of $180,000 per 
annum ; and should secure the fulfilment of such 
obligation by the deposit, with such treasurer, of 
$9,000 000 of its first mortgage bonds, being sub- 
stantially all of its authorized issue, 

The effect of this scheme would bave been to 
enable the corporation to complete its road, and 
free it from debt, for an ancnal interest charge of 
$480,000 ; and it would have relieved the Com. 
monwealth from an annual charge of $180,000, 
which it is pow compelled to pay by reason of its 
advance of $3,600,000 to the old Boston, Hart- 
ford and Erie Railroad Company in exchange for 
Berdell bonds, which have been foreclosed, and 
converted into stock in the New York and New 
England Railroad Company. 

A majority of the committee did not favor this 
proporition ; but it was embodied in their report 
to the legislature at its last session, and was again 
considered by the Committee on Railroads, to 
whom the report was referred, After several 
protracted hearings, this committee reported a 
bill ia substantial conformity with the proposition 
made by the Directors. The bill so reported was 
referred to the Committee un Finance, who gave 
the matter their independent consideration ; and, 
upon their recommendation that the bill “ ought 
oot to pass,” its further consideration was post- 
poned in the House by a very decisive vote. 

The result was not unexpected by your Direc- 
tors, and was concuried in by many members of 
both houses, who were personally well disposed 
toward the road, but who felt “ that the time bas 
arrived when railroad projects should stand upon 
their own merits, and not lean on the State for 
support; and that the State should refuse aid in 
all such cases, whatever may be the outlook for 
financial success,” 

The proceedings before the legislature, which 
led to the consideration of the expediency of grant- 
ing further aid to the corporation by the State, 
were not originated by your directors ; but, as the 
chance of receiving such aid had seemed to pre- 
vent any successful negotiations for the purchase 
of our securities by the individual bolders of stock 
and Berdell bonds, it was thought desirable to 
press the matter to a fiaal conclusion. The duty 
was not an agreeable one ; but the results which 
have followed the very decisive action of the leg- 
islavure have shown the wisdom of settling forever 
this vexed question. 

Within six mooths from the date of the adverse 
report of the Committee of Finance a sufficient 
number of our mortgage bonds had been negoti- 
ated ard sold, to enable the corporation to dis- 
charge tho Hartford, Providence, and Fisbkili 
debt, and obtain peaceable possession of that road. 
This quick result is largely due to the very effi- 
cient services of Mess:s. F, F, Emery, John Goldth- 
wait and 8. A Carlton, a committee appoiuted at 
a meeting of some of the large bolders of stock 
and Berdell bonds, called togetber by the direct- 
ors, for consultation, scon after the adjournment 
cf the legislature. Neither of the gentlemen bad 
had any previous connection with the corporation ; 
and, before interesting themselves in the matter 
of the Joan, they made a careful and thorough 
exatuination into the condition and resources of 
tbe property. They became convinced of its great 
value, and that its future prosperity and credit 
would be assured gs soon as possession could be 
obtained pf the Hayiford, Provid:nce, aod Fish- 
kill Bagd.

Strategical Importance of the French and 
German Railways. 


A German military periodical, Allegemeine 
Milatarische Zeitung, states that on January 1, 
1878, Germany had 30,303 kilometres of railway, 
and France only 23,380 kilometres, of which, in 
France, 2,500 kilometres have no stratezical im- 
portance, while in Germany only €00 kilometres 
are of merely mercantile consequerce, The Ger- 
man lines have 11 outlets on the western frontier, 
crossing the Rhine on 16 bridgas, while the French 
lines have only 6 outlets on the eastern frontier, 
The German lines, which in 1870 carried 17 army 
corps with great speed and perfect order, are 
able with their present fecilities—10,297 locomo- 
tives, 18,211 passenger cars, with about 600 000 
seats, 4,165 baggage cars, 64,603 closed, and 135,- 
555 open, freight cars—to carry 40 army corps. 
In one point, bowever, the German lines present, 
from a military point of view, a great weakness. 
They assort uoder 87 different administrations, 
with all of which the government must enter jato 
negotiations in case of war, while the French lines 
belong to seven large associations,

Tbe demand for aid has been on a restricted 


scale, notably so from the mercantile interest, and 
at the close the edvactage was decidedly in favor 
of responsible. borrowers. The latest City bank 
exhibit was deemed very favorable to the smootb 
working of the market, The City Bank exhibit 
of last week indicated a further reduction in the 
loan and discount average of $1,574,400, and an 
enlargement of the item of circulation of $272,- 
100. The average of deposits was augmented 
$2,963,800. The legal tender reserve was in- 
creased $1,065,500 ; and the specie average $472, 
100. The City bank net reserve of specie and le- 
gal tender notes now shows an excess over the 
legal requirement of reserve to liabilities of $11,- 
275,650, against $10,478,775 the preceding week, 
or a farther gain of $796,775. The City bank 
exchanges in currency reached $411,598,790, or 
a daily average of $68,599,798, Call loans closed 
here at 2@5, chiefly at 2442316 per cent; and 
best discounts at 4@6 per cent per annum. 

The outstanding amount of legal tender notes is 
$346,743,051. The National bank circulation is 
now $322,379,099 of currency noter and $1,468,- 
920 of rational gold bank notes. National Bank 
notes received at the Treasury Department last 
week for redemption were to the amount of §$1,- 
976,000. 

The subscriptions daily to the new U. 8. 4 per 
cent Joan are extraordinarily large, thus quicken- 
ing the refunding process, so that the Secretary 
of the Treasury has been enabled since the com. 
mencement of the new year to make four calls for 
redemption of the Five twenties of 1867 to the ex- 
tent of $40,000,000, principal and interest payable 
April Ist, 4th, 6th and 8th and further and fre- 
quent calls are anticipated. 

The disbursements of the U. 8. Treasury ip 
December reached $12,171,878, including on ac- 
count of civil and miscellaneous, $3,537,207 ; war, 
$2 872,511; navy, $1,015 731; interior (Indians 
and pensions), $4,746,430. 

The Public Debt statement for Jan. 1, 1879, 
showed an increase in December of $1,233,785, 
and a decrease since June 30th, 1878, of $7,138,- 
721. 

Government Securities have been active and 
generally strong in price, with the main inquiry 
from investment. buyers, who now give a decided 
preference to the 5 per cents, and the new 414 
per cents and Currency Sixes in view of the ra- 
pidity with which the six per cent gold interest 
bearing bonds are bsing refunded into the new 4 
per cent loan, The market closed firm for all is. 
ses, save the Five-twenties of 1867, holders of 
which were seemingly urgent in their offerings, 
with a view to conversion, before further calls for 
redemption adversely affect the markel price, At 
the close on Wednesday the current quotations 
were as follows:

State Bonds have been in more demand and 
values quoted firmer though irregular. Railway 
Mortgages of the favorite issues have been in 
brisk demand, on investment account, and nearly 
all the favorite actual interest bearing bonds have 
been farther advanced in price, closing buoyactly,. 
And in the line of Railway and- Miscellaneous 
share property business has been moderately ac- 
tive at generally stronger though variable prices ; 
investment shares showing decided firmness, on 
comparatively moderate offerings, 

Gold is no longer of interest to speculative op- 
erators, and dealings are forbidden by the Gov- 
erniug Committee of the Stock Exchange. Since 
the remarkable ease with which resumption was 
inaugurated on the first business day of the year, 
there bas been a gain in the supply of Gold in the 
Treasury, the call for specie falling very far short 
of the daily income of Gold at thy Treasury of 
fices, The specie outflow last week was $457,- 
620—making the total exports of specie hence 
since January 1, 1879, $457,620 against $268,634 
the same time in the preceding year, The im- 
ports of specie at this port last week were to the 
amount of $227,796 and since January 1st 1879, 
have been $227,795, as against $12,116 same 
time in the preceding year. The Customs demand 
for gold in the local market reached an average 
of only about $153,000 per day. 

Foreign Exchange has been comparatively dull 
during the week and rates bave been quoted gen- 
erally easier, though leaving off rather more 
steady, Bankers’ sixty day bills on London 
closed at $4 81@84 814 ; sight bill on London at 
$4 86@$4 87 to the£ sterling. Cable transfers, 
4 8634 @4 8714. The week's imports of Dry Goods 
and general merchandise were to the specie value 
of $1,267,832 as against $4,977,793 the corres- 
donding week of 1878. The week’s import entries 
of Foreign Merchandise at New York included 
$1,276,819 of Dry Goods, and $2,991,013 of Gen- 
eral Merchandise. The week’s exports of Domes- 
tic Produce and Miscellaneous Goods from this 
port were to the aggregate value of $4,429,573 
against $6,477,544 same week in 1878.

Union Pacific Railroad. 
In the United States Supreme Court at Wash- 
iogton on the 6th inst, the foliowing decision was 
rendered : 


No. 3. The United States, appellants, vs. The 
Union Pacific Railroad Company etal. Appeal 
from the Circuit Court of the United States fur 
the District of Connecticut, This is the suit com- 
monly kuown as the Credit Mobilier case, and was 
originally brought by the Attorney General in the 
Circuit Court of the United States for the District 
of Connecticut, in obedience to the requirements 
of the fourth section of an act of Cocgress ap- 
proved March 3d, 1873. Its main purpose was to 
protect the mortgage security and other interests 
of the United States arising out of the latter’s re- 
lations with the railroad corporation, 

The defeadants interposed a demurrer, which 
was sostained by the Circnit Court, and the bill 
of complainants dismissed, aud upon that decree 
the case was brought to this Court. It is here 
beld that a court of justice is not called on to in- 
quire into the balance of benefits and favors be- 
tween the parties to such a controversy as this, 
bat into their respective rights as established by 
law found in their contracts and. récognized by 
the established principles of equity. Governed 
by this role, and by the intentioo,of Congrese in 
passing the Jew under which this suit was brought, 
this Court holds that no case for relief is made 
out by the bill of complainant, and the decree of 














ues Circuit Court dismissing it is accordingly af- 
rmed 

Justice Miller delivered the opinion, Jostices 
Swayre and Harlan dissenting.

Iron & Stee] Manufacture in Pennsylvania. 

The general acgregate of the production of iron 
and steel in 1878 has been lerger than in 1877 or 
the two years preceding ; and the statistics of the 
American Iron and Steel Association, which is 
jast beginning to collect its reports for 1878, will 
andoubtedly show that the irén and steel inter- 
ests of the United States are now the’ largest in 
the country, with the exesption of agriculture, 
The manufacture of steel has been particularly 
great, far greater than ever before since its small 
bevinning in this country, But the year’s finan- 
cial results to the iron men, when compared with 
those of the steel manufacturers, maxes a differ- 
ent showing ; for while the iron producers ard 
manufacturers claim, generally speaking, to have 
made no woney, the prices on steel are admitted 
all around to have been remunerative. In fact, 
al! my inquiries tend to show that the Bessemer 
steel rai] manufacturers are in the most enviable 
position of any business interest in Eastern Penn- 
sylvania, With the bigh duty of one cent per 
pound on imported s'ee! rails and only ten com- 
panies in the country engaged io their manufac- 
tare, and with no ontside competition, because 
these tev companies alore control the Bessemer 
patents, it is not a matter of surprise that the 
works have done well and have made a great and 
rapid increase, Prices are low, but this ‘is so far 
compensated for by the advantages I have named 
above that I am informed of one company which 
bas made profits amounting to seventy per cent 
on. the capital, the greater portion of which will 
be expended in increasing their facilities, All 
the steel men admit that they have had a better 
vear than they could have expected.—Cor, N. Y. 
Herald,

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The later discoveries by Dr. Schliemann at 
Troy include one of some moment to the iron in- 
terest, as well as to scientific theory. The theory 
has been that stone, brorze and iron ages suc- 
ceeded each other regularly, and that, as Homer 
refers to iron as a rare metal, 204 obtained with 
much difficulty when he lived, it could bardly 
have been known in the many centuries previous 
to his age in which Troy flourishes, - That sup- 
position has been. partly corroborated by Dr. 
Schliemann’s failure to find iron, or evidences of 
its use, at Mycena, But, since be resumed in the 
roins of Troy a few weeks since, the explorer bas 
discovered an arrow shaped and double edged 
steel] dagger, perfectly. preserved in wood ashes. 
It is, therefore, demonstrated that the people of 
Troy knew of iron, and understood metallurgy, 
and that the iron ago was projected far back of 
the period usually assigned to i's commencment. 
The evolution theory is required to recalculate 
its periods and rearrange its inferences somewhat 
by this discovery, and oar own iron makers will 
know that their specialty is older than most, and 
associated with the very infancy of that civiliza- 
tion in which it has played so prominent a part.
